Cliford  V.  Morris  1918-2002 

Clifford  V.  Morris,  whose  active  participation  in  the  scale  business  spanned  nearly  seventy  years,  has 
passed  away  in  Portland,  Oregon.  Clifford  was  the  son  of  a  scale  man.  His  father  opened  a  small  scale 
business  in  the  family  basement  and  Clifford  helped  out  after  school.  After  graduating  from  the  University 
of  Portland  and  completing  his  service  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in  World  War  II,  where  he  saw  action  in  France  and 
Germany,  he  returned  to  Portland  and  built  his  scale  company  to  a  large  dealership  with  lines  expanded  to 
include  everything  from  analytical  balances  to  railroad  track  scales. 

He  was  instrumental  in  organizing  the  Pacific  Northwest  Division  of  the  International  Society  of  Weighing 
and  Measurement  (ISWM)  and  served  as  its  first  Chairman.  He  served  in  many  ISWM  positions  before 
becoming  President  in  1978-79.  In  the  1970s  he  was  appointed  by  Oregon  Governor  Tom  McCall  to  the 
State  Advisory  Committee  on  Weights  and  Measures.  Clifford  was  active  in  many  organizations  and  was  a 
member  of  ISASC  for  the  past  ten  years.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  Irene,  two  daughters  and  three 
grandchildren.
